WASHINGTON (A P )— The top Nixon 
administration spokesman on oil says 
some motorists may find themselves

William E. Simon, deputy treasury 
secretary and chairman of the Oil 
Policy Committee, said the situation 
could be especially serious in resort 
areas. 
He said spot shortages could occur 
throughout the country, although a 
serious nationwide gasoline shortage is 
unlikely. 
A Treasury Department spokesman 
said reports are being received that 
some service stations may not have 
enough gasoline for the three-day 
weekend. He suggested motorists 
check service stations in areas where 
they plan 
to travel 
to determine 
whether 
adequate 
gasoline 
is 
available. 
Simon previously has said he would 
favor a national speed limit of 50 miles 
lier hour in order to conserve gasoline 
during the tight supply situation be­ 
cause less fuel is consumed at lower 
speeds. 
Treasury Department figures show 
American motorists have been con­ 
suming gasoline this year at the rate of 
about 47 million gallons a week. The 
rate is expected to climb to 49 million 
gallons this summer.

C LEV ELA N D , Ohio (A P ) — The 
Standard Oil Co. (Ohio) has announced 
that because of an extended refinery 
shutdown it will ration gasoline to all 
customers, effective immediately and 
continuing through June. 
The Thursday announcement said 
retail sales will be limited to IO gallons 
per purchase for all classes of vehicles 
at company-operated service stations. 
Wholesale purchases will be limited to 
75 per cent of the amount purchased at 
this time last year, the company said. 
Sohio controls about 25 per cent of the 
state’s gasoline market. 
It said the rationing is necessary 
because of a six-day delay in returning 
the huge Lima refinery to service. The 
plant was shut down April 27 for sched­ 
uled 
maintenance 
and 
Sohio 
said 
workers “ will need at least a week 
more to bring the plant back into full 
operation.” 
The refinery produces 3.5 million 
gallons of gasoline a day and the 
company said its inventories already 
have been cut by 20 million gallons. 
Sohio said it also was ordering all 
company-owned service stat ions closed 
Sunday. 
It said neither the closing nor the 10- 
gallon retail limit were binding on 
independent dealers who control 75 per 
cent of the 2,000 Sohio outlets, but they 
will be subject to the wholesale pur­ 
chase limits. 
However, a company spokesman 
said “ we are suggesting they follow the 
(10-gallon) 
rule at company-owned 
stations.” 
Charles Spahr, Sohio board chair­ 
man, said the refinery problem was 
complicated by “ actions taken by other 
major gasoline retailers in Sohio’s 
marketing area to allocate gasoline 
supplies.” 
“ We urge all of our customers to be 
considerate of 
others 
by 
limiting 
themselves to IO gallons purchased for 
real needs,” Spahr added. “ Extraor­ 
dinary emergency situations will be 
dealt with expeditiously and handled to 
the best of our abilities.”

(A P) 
Three American astronauts rocketed 
into orbit today on an unprecedented 
mission to salvage the crippled Skylab 
space station and make it their orbital 
home for a record 28 days. 
Riding with the all-Navy crew of 
Charles Conrad Jr., Dr. Joseph P. 
Kerwin and Paul J. Writs were hopes 
they can repair this nation’s first or­ 
biting station and save the $2.6 billion 
project 
A Saturn IB rocket blasted off its 
launch pedestal at 9a rn ED T to start 
the astronauts on what could bo a 
marathon journey. 
Ten minutes later Mission Control 
reported they were safely in orbit more 
than IOO miles high 
The 85-ton space station had passed 
over the ( ’ape Kennedy area minutes 
before launch and when the astronauts 
achieved orbit it was some 2,500 miles 
northeast of them. 
With mission commander Conrad at 
the controls, the Apollo ferry ship was 
to execute a series of maneuvers over 
7*2 hours to track down the target at 
more than 17.1(H) miles an hour 
Once there, they w ill examine 
damage caused when a heat shield was 
ripped away during tin* launch of the 
laboratory ll days ago, exposing the 
lab to the extreme heat of the sun. 
They’ll determine how best to erect a 
sunshade to cool the overheated lab 
and decide if they can free a jammed 
solar panel to produce more electrical 
power. 
It they succeed, their mission could 
signal a new era in which the United 
States shifts emphasis from space 
exploration to space exploitation, in­ 
tended to benefit mankind in many 
ways. 
Conrad, 42, Kerwin, 40, and Weitz, 41, 
were up early for their big day, rising 
at 3:45 a m. for tin* traditional astro 
nauts’ launch day breakfast of steak

With mission commander Conrad at 
the controls, the Apollo will execute a 
series of intricate maneuvers to track 
down the space station and rendezvous 
with it 275 miles above the earth. This 
will take about 71 ■ hours.

W atergate testim ony leaves issues in conflict

has ended with key figures in conflict 
over promises of executive clemency 
and whether there was an attempt to 
blame the C IA —and with unresolved 
controversy over the major point at 
issue: How much did the President 
know?

Barker ..all testified on the red carpet 
in front of the long table covered with 
green felt, where the Senate Watergate 
committee sought answers to what 
Chairman Sam J. Ervin Jr. called

As the Watergate hearings recessed 
Thursday until June 5, contradictions 


during the five days of investigation 
came down more clearly than ever 
before in the nearly year long story of 
Watergate to one man’s word against 
another’s.

Nixon one televised on April 30 and 
the other distributed to White House

Watergate conspirator. 
"John 
Mit­ 
chell, by virtue of his position as attor­ 
ney general of the United States, and 
John Dean, by virtue of his position as 
a counsel to the President, by their 


consideration and approval of the 
Watergate operation, in my opinion, 
gave .sanction 
to the 
Watergate 
operation by both the White House and 
the attorney general's office 
If was 
not my habit to question when two such 
high offices sanctioned an activity 
it 
carried the full force and effect of

Nixon “ The burglary and bugging of 
the Democratic National Committee 
headquarters came as a complete 
surprise to me I had no inkling that 
any such activities had been planned 
(and) if I fiad known.

U. S. economy still 
not leveled out?

NEW YORK (AP) - Those who 
claim to see equilibrium returning to 
the rxonomy later this year are saying 
that the furious surge in prices during 
the first quarter was the result of ex 
ceptional circumstances. 
These same circumstances, we are 
advised, w ill exert progressively less 
pressure on prices as the year wears 
on, and the economy w ill resume the 
sane, normal course plotted for it by 
the nation's leaders. 
The blame, therefore, is placed on 
unforeseen 
events, 
on 
“ temporary 
forces, 
as it was put by Herbert Stein, 
chairman of the President’s Council of 
Economic Adivsers. No policy changes 
are 
requ ire d , 
Stein 
said 
in 
congressional testimony. 
And what were these temporary 
phenomena that wrecked the plans? 
F irst, a spurt in food prices, Stein in ­ 
dicated, curiously confusing cause and 
effect. Yes, prices rose because prices 
rose, but why did they rise? 
One reason was the sale of grain to 
the Soviets. Another was a sharp 
dow nturn 
in 
P eruvian 
fishm eal 
production, which caused expensive 
feeds to be provided to livestock. And 
there was poor weather. 
Another explanation is that there was 
a surge in economic a ctivity, which 
again sounds more like the effect of 
shortsighted economic policy rather 
than an explanation of why a sound 
policy foundered. 
If it is the job of the Council of 
E conom ic 
A dvisers 
to 
analyze 
probabilities and adjust their planning, 
why wasn't the surge foreseen and 
appropriate action taken? A temporary 
lapse?

the shift of wage-price controls from 
Phase 2 restraint to Phase 3 confusion. 
It can be assumed that, even if the 
likelihood of a d o lla r devaluation were 
foreseen, it really couldn’t have been 
effectively worked into planning But 
the shift from Phase 2 to Phase 3 is 
entirely the adm inistration’s doing.

Thoughts on im peachm ent 


Talk of impeaching President 
Nixon has taken 
place on the 
fringes, with little serious con­ 
sideration being given as yet to this 
possibility. 
One good reason exists for 
deferring serious consideration of 
the matter. And one very bad reason 
for not considering it has been 
advanced. 
The good reason is that thus far no 
substantive evidence has come to 
light which indicates any direct 
involvement by Mr. Nixon in the 
original planning of the Watergate 
operation, or in its execution. 
Likewise, evidence linking him to 
the coverup has been at 
best 
tenuous. 
To sum up, the solid groundwork 
of 
evidence 
to 
warrant 
im ­ 
peachment 
does not 
yet 
exist. 
Unless and until such evidence is at 
hand, talk of impeachment is 
frivolous. 
This brings us to the afore­ 
mentioned bad reason for not 
co n sid e rin g 
im peachm ent. 


Variations have been played on the 
argument that “ the country could 
not stand it,” or that such action 
would ‘'irreparably harm” the 
American political system. Such 
contentions are fallacious, and 
spring from insufficient faith in that 
system 
Impeachment, so the argument 
goes, would bring with it a pervasive 
and deep public mistrust of politics 
and politicians. It is said that the 
harm done by the lamentable 
Vietnamese War and the civil unrest 
of the 1960s would be increased, the 
very process of governing the nation 
would be in jeopardy. Some even go 
so far as to say that impeachment 
would lead to anarchy. 
How much basis is there for 
serious apprehension along these 
lines? How do we know that such 
damage would come in the wake of 
impeachment? The short answer is 
that we don’t know, but more than 
that can be said. 
Strong arguments can be made 
that impeachment, were it justified 


by circumstances — that is, by 
conclusive evidence of presidential 
guilt — would have an effect op­ 
posite to that suggested above. If it 
were shown that Mr. Nixon had in 
fact seriously violated the public 
trust, and if Congress were to im­ 
peach and convict him, the likely 
effect would be to strengthen faith in 
our legal system 
Such an event would be widely 
accepted, we think, as evidence that 
no citizen — not even a President 
is above the law. It would be taken, 
also, as a reaffirmation of the 
fundamental precept that we do not 
have 
one-man 
or 
one-branch 
government, but several branches 
which in fact operate as checks on 
one another. 
Impeachment seems most im­ 
probable. We devoutly hope it will 
not occur. 
However, one must recognize that 
it is one thing to argue against this 
extreme measure on legal grounds, 
quite another to do so on the basis of 
fearful emotion.

What 
do you feed 750 southern 
college belles to keep them healthy and 
happy? Ask Miss Betty Carr who has 
been planning meals for the girls at 
Mary Baldwin College in Staunton, 
Va., for the past 30 years. 
I had a chance to talk to Miss Carr, 
known to the students as B.C., during a 
recent visit to my fam ily’s home in 
Staunton. 
I soon 
realized what 
a 
problem it must Ix* to feed so many 
young women three times a day, six 
days a week and twice on Sunday, 
“ I give them plenty of home-made 
biscuits 
and 
rolls, 
and 
I 
have 
discovered that they love such dishes 
as hominy grits, said B.C. 
“ But I don’t try to serve that soul 
food from the Deep South. I gave the 
girls turnip greens once; they simply 
didn’t go for it.” 
Actually the girls at Mary Baldwin 
are not all from the South by any 
means. They come from all over the 
United States and many foreign 
countries and their preference for food 
follows no set pattern. 
If there is any common denominator, 
it lies in the fact that most girls today 
are weight conscious and oriented 
pretty much toward diet dishes. 
“ They avoid most anything that goes 
to fat,” said B.C., 
adding quickly, 
“ except for tin* homemade breads and 
biscuits made each day in our kit 
chen.” Hungarian Goulash and Beef 
Stroganoff are 
favorites 
at 
Mary 
Baldwin. So is southern fried chicken 
with rice and gravy, which is not 
exactly a diet dish. 
Ordering food for 750 girls is a major 
operation in itself. It involves such 
shopping items as 500 gallons of milk, 
200 dozen eggs and 130 pounds of sugar. 
It also involves brewing 298 gallons of 
coffee and making 2,500 rolls each 
week. 
“ The girls are tremendous breakfast 


eaters,” she said. “ Those on a diet may 
skip other meals altogether, but rarely 
breakfast. In fact some students will 
eat 6 to 8 eggs.” 
When B.C. tries out a new recipe she 
watches the plates as they are returned 
to the kitchen to see how her innovat ion 
has gone over. B C. traces her love of 
cooking to the fact that her mother was 
a good cook and an easy hostess in the 
old southern tradition. The family 
came from Charlotte, N C. 
“ If you make work out of cooking and 
get all upset and tied in knots, then the 
end product is not going to be any 
good,” she said.

>2 teaspoon pepper

Your Income Tax

The column answers questions 
most frequently asked by taxpayers. 
(Q.) I’m selling some real estate in a 
few months, probably at a big profit. I 
want to spread the payments I will 
receive over several years to avoid one 
big tax bill. What should I do? 
(A.) You may use the installment 
method of reporting income to relieve 
you of paying tax on income that you 
have not collected. Under this method, 
you include in your gross income only 
the portion of each collection that 
constitutes profit. If a sale results in a 
loss, you m ay not use the installment 
method. 
In general, you m ay use the in­ 
stallment method for the sale of real 
estate if: I) the buyer agrees to make 
two or more payments in two or more 
of your tax years and 2) the collections, 
if you receive any, in the year of the 
sale do not exceed 30 per cent of the 
selling price. You should make the 
election to use the installment method 
in your tax return for the year of the 
sale.

Many engaged couples discover they 
haven’t the foggiest notion what kind of 
borne they would like. Reconciling 
tastes and figuring out a budget can 
take a great deal of time and thought. 
A good place to start looking for a 
place to live is at a local real estate 
agent’s office.

Order them early 
and ask for envelopes right away. They 
must be hand addressed, and this is a 
laborious job even if the bride can 
press family and friends into service.

B R ID A L G IF T R EG IST R Y . Many 
brides file a list of china and silver 
patterns and most-wanted household 
effects with the bridal gift consultant at 
a favorite store. The consultant then 
can advise the guests and head off 
duplicate gifts. 
As soon as gifts start arriving, the 
bride should begin writing thank you 
notes. Often this is the only way that 
people who have sent gifts can know 
they have been received.

Beautiful 
wedding. Smooth. Effortless. Nothing 
to it, really. It was over before it began. 
This can be the reaction only of one 
who has alw ays been a wedding guest 
— never a member of the wedding. For 
the final production to be beautiful and 
effo rtle ssly sm ooth, takes w eeks, 
sometimes 
months, of man-woman 
hours of hard work and worry. It 
means the m embers of the cast have 
accep ted their designated respon­ 
sibilities, and rehearsed their parts 
well. 
Most of the planning and paying falls 
to the bride and her family. The size 
and kind of wedding is 
theirs to 
determine. Many more times than not, 
it is the bride and her mother who 
tackle the seem ingly insurmountable 
list which includes: 
newspaper an­ 
nouncem ent, in vitation s, wedding 
dress, 
trousseau, 
flowers 
(for the 
church, reception, maid of honor and 
bridesm aids); gifts ( attendants and 
groom) 
wedding 
ring 
for 
groom; 
m in ister, 
organ ist, 
ca te rer, 
ph otograp h er; 
transportation 
to 
church and reception, luncheon for 
bridal attendants, and etc. etc. etc. 
So when the bride’s mom sits in the 
front pew weeping softly into her lace 
hankie, she m ay be emoting over a 
daughter leaving home or she may be 
hurting 
all 
over 
from 
plain 
unadulterated fatigue. 
As for the bride’s father, he is ex­ 
pected to carry off stalwartly his part 
in the show. After all, it is not much 
more than that of a spear carrier. A 
walk down the aisle, one line, “ I give 
this woman in m arriage” , and then he 
can sit down. Nothing at all for him to 
do except worry about the mail box full 
of bills coming due the first of next 
month. 
The involvement of the groom and 
his fam ily in the actual wedding is 
considerably less, in terms of both 
effort and money. They present the 
bride’s fam ily with a list of relatives 
and friends 
they want invited. Ad­ 
ditionally, they must come up with 
such

as

and

for the men, gifts for the best man and 
ushers, flowers for the mothers, a gift

clergym an. 
If the groom s’s parents seem more 
relaxed than the parents of the bride, it 
can be they are giving thanks for 
having had a son instead of a daughter. 
The groom m ay pick up the tab for 
the 
bachelor 
party. 
Sometimes 
a 
special friend will host it or the guests 


will divide the cost among themselves. 
There is no hard and fast rule as to 
which set of parents give the rehearsal 
dinner. 
The 
best 
man 
deserves 
to 
be 
featured. He does not have a costly 
part, but a very energetic and many- 
facted one. In addition to taking care of 
the ring before and during part of the 
ceremony and giving a witty toast at 
the reception, he may be called upon to 
direct traffic, carry luggage, and tie tin 
cans to the get-away-car. But his main 
responsibility is to make sure the 
groom doesn’t get cold feet and fail to 
show. 
The bride’s attendants must look 
pretty and appear delighted with their 
gowns (which may have been paid for 
by them or the bride’s fam ily) even if 
they hate the color and style.

NKW YOUK (AP) — In a marriage 
ceremony, why isn’t the “best man” 
the bridegroom? Everyone knows that 
rice thrown at the happy couple is a 
symbol of fertility, but why old shoes? 
And what’s a morganatic marriage? 
H ie World Book Encyclopedia, a 
publication of Field

Education Corporation, provides — for 
your reading pleasure and to appease 
your curiosity — the answers to these 
and other questions on the curious 
customs of marriage. 
In earlier times the best man may 
have been best, because he was the 


best fighter. A strong-armed friend of 
the bridegroom, his primary function 
was to help the bridegroom escape 
from the bride’s father. 


Rice is thrown in the hope that the

However in some ancient cultures, it 
symbolized an offering to the evil 
spirits, asking them to stay away from 
the newlyweds.

5. Buy your bridegroom’s wedding 
ring and he should get yours. Go with 
him to apply for a marriage license, 
and have the necessary pre-marital 
medical examinations. 
6. Remind bridegroom 
to order 
boutonnieres and flowers for wedding 
party and for the two mothers. 
7. Consult with caterer about 
reception menu and cake. Take up the 
matter of decoration with the fieriest. 
8. Arrange for accommodations for 
out-of-town guests.

MOWCOW (AP) — All over America 
there are girls getting married and 
some 
fathers 
must 
secretly wish 
elopements were back in style. Not in 
Russia. 
Here, no one worries about marriage 
costs. If you can’t afford the wedding 
ceremony and king sized post-nuptial 
bash, no sweat. The bridegroom, his 
family and his relatives will all chip in. 
“ We work these things out among 
ourselves,” said one 
Moscovite. 
“ Whichever family can afford it, that’s 
our custom.” 
Unless a couple chooses to be dif­ 
ferent and take the risk of a church 
wedding, the usual state ceremony 
at three rubles ($3.60 at the official 
rate) 
hardly dents anyone’s savings 
account. 
Church weddings 
at 500 rubles 
($600.00) a shot 
are permitted in the 
Soviet Union, but they can bring down 
the wrath of the local communist party 
and public censure in the press. 
Tying the knot in Moscow involves a 
10-minute efficient ceremony at a 
wedding palace or, if time is precious, 
a speedy visit to a drab registry office. 
Most Russians favor the wedding 
palace, which dispatches more than 35 
couples daily with clockwork ef­ 
ficiency. The costs can vary depending 
on whether the bride wants the wed­ 
ding march record played, what kind of 
“ just married” car is chosen and how 
much vodka one’s parents and friends 
can consume. 
Like everything else in the Soviet 
Union, a wedding means a queue. 
After waiting in line at the palace, a 
couple marches up a red carpet, gets a 
short lecture from a party or govern­ 
ment official who also makes sure the 
union is voluntary. 
The bride says, “ da.” The groom 
says, “ da.” 
Kings are exchanged, papers signed 
and the next impatient couple is called. 
Outside a taxi 
or a rented car if 
someone can afford it 
waits, decked 
out iii paper streamers, flowers, 
balloons and a red-checked doll on the 
front fender. 
Complete with relatives and friends, 
the wedding caravan sets off, horns 
blasting over to lied Square, a quick 
walk across in front of Lenin’s tomb for 
photographs and on to the main event 
the party, and vast quantities of 
vodka, champagne and cognac. 
Honeymoons are restricted to the 
three days without pay afforded 
newlyweds by the communist state. 
Extra unpaid time off requires a 
petition to the factory or office with a 
“ valid reason.” 
Hut there are unique advantages to 


being married in the Soviet Union 
today. They begin the moment the 
couple signs on the dotted line. Their 
legal union gives them access to the 
exclusive “ newly marrieds salon,” a 
shop packed with consumer goods and 
household items unobtainable to others 
in regular stores. 
Marriage also means a good chance 
for an apartment. Bachelor flats are as 
rare in Russia today as political op­ 
ponents.

Bridal shower has changed 


Ever hear this story of the first 
bridal shower? Once upon a time a 
Dutch girl loved a young miller who 
was poor because he gave away much 
of his flour to the needy. The girl’s 
father opposed the match and refused 
to give his daughter the customary 
dowry. 
The people of the community, 
wishing to help the miller, went to the 
girl’s home “ showering” her with 
many small gifts. The gifts collectively 
surpassed the dowry and made it 
possible for the young pair to marry. 
Nowadays dowries, as such, are out 
of style. But a problem remains. Often 
it’s “ how can we make the bridal 
shower different?” 
Some hints that may be helpful to 
those seeking an unusual theme are 
given by Flora Mears, a party goods 
designer at Hallmark Cards. 
Here’s one: Many stores have a 
bridal gift registry. Guests for a given 
shower agree to contribute a specific 
sum of money and the hostess uses the 
total collection to purchase all gifts for 
the shower in that store. Gifts are 
presented 
with 
all 
the 
donors’ 
signatures on one card. This makes it 
possible to give a few expensive gifts 
along with some less expensive ones, 
without causing too much hardship on 
any one individual. 
Another idea is a kitchen cupboard 
shower to provide the bride with a well- 
stocked kitchen. The gifts could include 
unusual gourmet canned goods, im­ 
ported seasonings, 
packaged goods, 
staples, delicacies and a set of can­ 
nisters. 
Or why not shower her with spices? 
Guests collectively purchase a spice 
shelf matching the bride’s kitchen 
decor, then each brings a container of 
herbs or spices of (me particular brand. 


HIS WARDROBE — The choice of a 
dazzling sportcoat is made more 
difficult with the wide selections and 
colors available today. Bill seems to 
be having a hard time making a 
choice at Kaufman's. 


Appropriate, too, would be a book on 
spice cookery, a pepper mill and salt 
shaker set, or an herb chart towel. 
“ Showers can happen at almost any 
hour,” Miss Mears says. “ There’s the 
late morning shower with 
brunch 
served; 
the 
luncheon 
shower, 
af­ 
ternoon tea or an after-dinner coffee- 
and-dessert shower.” 


Individuality should be the key to 
shower planning. Use some tricks of 
your own. Does the bride like gar­ 
dening? Try a garden shower, with 
invitations written on plant tags and 
gifts to include potted plants and 
garden accessories. If it’s a kitchen 
shower, invitations could be on small 
grocery bags. For the too-busy hostess, 
however, smart shower invitations are 
available at department and stationery 
stores.

The first step toward a permanent 
record is to make an appointment for 
your formal photograph.

At the 
same time your photographer will 
advise about photographs for the 
newspapers, grooming and bouquet for 
the formal photograph, and how to 
prepare for the candids you desire. 
For the Newspapers 
Most photographers take bridal 
portraits at least three weeks before 
the wedding. They know that most 
newspapers use bridal photographs 
only the day of or after the wedding. 
Few photographers advise taking 
formal photographs the day of the 
ceremony. The bride is usually ner­ 
vous, the bridesmaids eager to get to 
the 
reception 
and 
em ergencies 
frequently develop to add to the con­ 
fusion. 
Many photographers have wedding 
forms they are happy to send the bride. 
These should be typed with names and 
descriptions 
for 
newspaper 
publication. The photographer will be 
happy to mail the complete form and 
glossy prints to the newspapers, but 
does not take responsibility for the 
paper’s using them.

Newlyweds may someday 
have new generation" home 


NKW YO RK — Young newlyweds 
concerned about their environment will 
be happy to know that they one day 
may have a home built, in part, with a 
new 
generation 
of 
construction 
materials containing recycled glass 
from used jars and bottles. 
The Glass Container Manufacturers 
Institute currently is investigating a 
process for making bricks from 
reclaimed bottle glass. The bricks are 
made to such exact dimensions that 
they 
can 
be 
glued 
effectively 
instead of being set in mortar. 
Tomorrow s home also may contain 
glass wool insulation made by salvaged 
bottles. The attractiveness of the den, 
library 
and 
living 
room 
may 
be 
enhanced 
by 
decorative 
wall 
and 
ceiling panels made in part from finely 
crushed glass containers. 
The bathroom floors may be covered 
with a new kind of terrazzo tile con­ 
taining bits and pieces of multi-colored 
bottle glass instead of marble chips. It 
weighs less per square foot than con­ 
ventional ceramic tile, and can be laid 
more quickly. 
A West Coast university is experi­ 


menting with synthetic “ lumber” con­ 
sisting of 90 to 95 per cent reclaimed 
bottle glass and 5 to IO per cent 
powedered, dehydrated cow manure. 
The material is odorless and sanitary. 
It can be formed into planks and panels 
and can be sawed and nailed like wood.

house 
the 
driveway may lx> paved with glas- 
phalt, an experimental new blacktop 
material 
containing crushed 
glass 
aggregate instead of 
limestone. 
Millions of old jars and bottles have 
been recycled into glasphalt and ap 
plied in almost 20 cities in the U. S. and 
Canada. 
Crushed glass used as mulch in 
flower beds around the house will 
contribute to the healthy growth of 
plants and shrubs. 
Bricks, building blocks, wall panels, 
insulation, terrazzo tile and other 
construction materials made from 
salvaged glass already have been 
made under laboratory conditions, 
according to glass industry spokesmen.

Gas shortage 
may strand 
some drivers 


WASHINGTON (AP)—The top Nixon 
administration spokesman on oil says 
some motorists may find themselves 
stranded 
over the 
Memorial 
Day 
weekend 
because 
of 
the 
gasoline 
shortage. 
William E. Simon, deputy treasury 
secretary and chairman of the Oil 
Policy Committee, said the situation 
could be especially serious in resort 
areas. 
He said spot shortages could occur 
throughout the country, although a 
serious nationwide gasoline shortage is 
unlikely. 
A Treasury Department spokesman 
said reports are being received that 
some service stations m ay not have 
enough gasoline for the three-day 
weekend. He suggested m otorists 
check service stations in areas where 
they 
plan 
to travel 
to 
determine 
w hether 
ad e q u ate 
g asoline 
is 
available. 
Simon previously has said he would 
favor a national speed limit of 50 miles 
per hour in order to conserve gasoline 
during the tight supply situation be­ 
cause less fuel is consumed at lower 
speeds. 
Treasury Department figures show 
American motorists have been con­ 
suming gasoline this year at the rate of 
about 47 million gallons a week. The 
rate is expected to climb to 49 million 
gallons this summer. 
A verage 
weekly 
production 
of 
gasoline by the nation’s refiners is 
about 45 million gallons and Treasury 
spokesmen say maximum production 
capacity is being approached. 
Existing gasoline stocks total about 
201 million gallons, about IO per cent 
below last y e a r’s stock of 222 million 
gallons at the same time.

Sohio rations 
gasoline flow 


CLEVELAND, Ohio (AP) — The 
Standard Oil Co. (Ohio) has announced 
that because of an extended refinery 
shutdown it will ration gasoline to all 
customers, effective immediately and 
continuing through June. 
The Thursday announcement said 
retail sales will be limited to IO gallons 
per purchase for all classes of vehicles 
at company-operated service stations. 
Wholesale purchases will be limited to 
75 per cent of the amount purchased at 
this time last year, the company said. 
Sohio controls about 25 per cent of the 
state’s gasoline market. 
It said the rationing is necessary 
because of a six-day delay in returning 
the huge Lima refinery to service. The 
plant was shut down April 27 for sched­ 
uled 
maintenance 
and 
Sohio 
said 
workers “will need at least a week 
more to bring the plant back into full 
operation.” 
The refinery produces 3.5 million 
gallons of gasoline a day and the 
company said its inventories already 
have been cut by 20 million gallons. 
Sohio said it also was ordering all 
company-owned service stations closed 
Sunday. 
It said neither the closing nor the 10- 
gallon retail limit were binding on 
independent dealers who control 75 per 
cent of the 2,000 Sohio outlets, but they 
will be subject to the wholesale pur­ 
chase limits. 
However, 
a company 
spokesman 
said “we are suggesting they follow the 
(10-gallon) 
rule at 
company-owned 
stations.” 
Charles Spa hr, Sohio board chair­ 
man, said the refinery problem was 
complicated by “actions taken by other 
major gasoline retailers in Sohio’s 
marketing area to allocate gasoline 
supplies.” 
“ We urge all of our customers to be 
considerate of others 
by 
limiting 
themselves to IO gallons purchased for 
real needs,” Spahr added 
“ Extraor­ 
dinary emergency situations will be 
dealt with expeditiously and handled to 
the best of our abilities.”

Rogers works 
with Panama 


BUENOS AIRES, Argentina (AP) — 
The inauguration of a new Argentine 
president appears to have given U.S. 
Secretary of State William P. Rogers a 
chance to make some headway in the 
dispute over the Panam a Canal. 
But an opportunity for Rogers to try 
to 
re p a ir 
W ashington’s 
strain ed 
relations with another guest at the 
inaugural, Marxist President Salvador 
Allende of Chile, has not materialized. 
Rogers will be in Buenos Aires until 
sometime Saturday, 
but 
American 
officials say so far he has no plans to 
meet with the Chilean leader. 
Nor has the incoming Argentine 
president, Hector J. Campora, invited 
the touring U.S. official to talk with 
him. 
Argentina is the seventh of the eight 
countries Rogers is visiting on his 17- 
day tour of Latin America. He is here to 
represent President Nixon at the in­ 
stallation of the country’s first civilian 
president since 1966. But he also is 
mending fences with representatives of 
other governm ents atten d in g the 
inaugural.

se c re ta ry 
discussed 
U.S. 
operation of the Panam a Canal and the 
$2 million a year Panam a gets from the 
waterway in a meeting Thursday with 
Foreign Minister Juan Antonio Tack of 
Panama. 
The United States already has said it 
is prepared to modify the 1903 treaty 
that gave it sovereignty over the canal 
zone 
“ in 
perpetuity” 
and 
to 
pay 
Panam a m ore for its use. But the two 
countries appear to be millions of 
dollars apart.

Solon despondent 
prior to suicide 


EASTON, Md. (AP) — “ He sounded 
tired, he sounded down, but he didn’t 
give me any sign,” recalls one of the 
last men to speak to Rep. William O. 
Mills before his apparent suicide. 
That was George Dietrich, manager 
of Easton radio station WEMD, which 
the congressman called Wednesday 
night to read a statement responding to 
newspaper reports he failed to disclose 
a $25,000 campaign contribution from 
the 
C om m ittee 
to 
Re-elect 
the 
President. 
Mills’ body was found Thursday by a

CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP) - 
Three American astronauts rocketed 
into orbit today on an unprecedented 
mission to salvage the crippled Skylab 
space station and make it their orbital 
home for a record 28 days. 
Riding with the all-Navv crew of 
Charles Conrad Jr., Dr. Joseph P. 
Kerwin and Paul J. Weitz were hopes 
they can repair this nation s first or­ 
biting station and save the $2 6-billion 
project. 
A Saturn IB rocket blasted off its 
launch pedestal at 9 a.m. EDT to start 
the astronauts on what could be a 
marathon journey. 
Ten minutes later Mission Control 
reported they were safely in orbit more 
than IOO miles high. 
The 85-ton space station had passed 
over the Cape Kennedy area minutes 
tx1 fore launch and when the astronauts 
achieved orbit it was some 2,500 miles 
northeast of them. 
With mission com m ander (’onrad at 
the controls, the Apollo ferry ship was 
to execute a series of maneuvers over 
7*2 hours to track down the target at 
more than 17,loo miles an hour. 
Once there, they will exam ine 
damage caused when a heat shield was 
ripped away during the launch of the 
laboratory ll days ago, exposing the 
lab to the extreme heat of the sun. 
They’ll determine how best to erect a 
sunshade to cool the overheated lab 
and decide if they can free a jam m ed 
solar panel to produce m ore electrical 
power. 
If they succeed, their mission could 
signal a new era in which the United 
States shifts emphasis from space 
exploration to space exploitation, in 
tended to benefit mankind in many 
ways. 
Conrad, 42, Kerwin, 40, and Weitz, 41, 
were up early for their big day, rising 
at 3:45 a.rn. for the traditional astro­ 
nauts’ launch day breakfast of steak 
and eggs. 
With mission commander Conrad at 
the controls, the Apollo will execute a 
series of intricate maneuvers to track 
down the space station and rendezvous 
with it 275 miles above the earth. This 
will take about 7C- hours. 
The astronauts carry with them 
three folded gold and-silver shades, 
one of which they hope to erect to 
shadow the Skylab from the sun and 
permit them to take up occupancy for a 
record 28 days in space. They also have 
tools that might free a jam m ed solar 
panel and replacements for film and 
medicine believed to have been spoiled 
by the high heat in the station’s cabin.

another delay in the astronaut liftoff It 
already has been postponed IO days 
because of the launch mishap that 
ripped a heat shield from the Skylab on 
May 14.

LL S. economy still 
not leveled out?

NEW YORK (AP) _ Those who 
claim to see equilibrium returning to 
the economy later this year are saying 
atthe furious surge in prices during 
the first quarter was the result of ex­ 
ceptional circumstances. 
These same circumstances, we are 
advised, will exert progressively less 
pressure on prices as the year wears 
on, and the economy will resume the 
sane, normal course plotted for it by 
the nation’s leaders. 
The blame, therefore, is placed on 
unforeseen events, on 
“ temporary 
forces,” as it was put by Herbert Stein, 
chairman of the President’s Council of 
Economic Adivsers. No policy changes 
are 
required, 
Stein 
said 
in 
congressional testimony. 
And what were these temporary 
phenomena that wrecked the plans? 
T irst, a spurt in food prices, Stein in­ 
dicated, curiously confusing cause and 
effect. Yes, prices rose because prices 
rose, but why did they rise? 
One reason was the sale of grain to 
the Soviets. Another was a sharp 
downturn 
in 
Peruvian 
fishmeal 
production, which caused expensive 
feeds to be provided to livestock. And 
there was poor weather. 
Another explanation is that there was 
a surge in economic activity, which 
again sounds more like the effect of 
shortsighted economic policy rather 
than an explanation of why a sound 
policy foundered. 
If it is the job of the Council of 
Economic 
Advisers 
to 
analyze 
probabilities and adjust their planning, 
why wasn’t the surge foreseen and 
appropriate action taken? A temporary 
lapse? 
Next on the list of explanations is the 
dollar devaluation, which caused an in­ 
crease in the price of imports, and then

the shift of wage-price controls from 
Phase 2 restraint to Phase 3 confusion. 
It can be assumed that, even if the 
likelihood of a dollar devaluation were 
foreseen, it really couldn’t have been 
effectively worked into planning. But 
the shift from Phase 2 to Phase 3 is 
entirely the administration’s doing. 
So also is it the administration’s 
responsibility for allowing fears to 
grow among buyers that sent them on a 
spending spree to avoid higher prices 
and the tendency of sellers to mark up 
prices in fear of another freeze.

One thing that typical Americans 
cannot abide is the feeling they have 
lost ground, are worse off than a year 
ago. But this is so for many workers. 
Another is that consumer plans 
might be more extensive than foreseen. 
A Conference Board study released 
today shows that, while consumers 
have grown pessimistic about business, 
their purchase plans are up sharply. 
Strong consumer spending could, in 
turn, cause manufacturers to raise 
their capital spending programs, 
putting further inflationary pressure 
on the nation’s ability to meet de­ 
mands. 
Or 
perhaps 
business 
will 
overcompensate and be left with huge 
excess capacity that could lead to 
recession. 
While the worst is said to be over in 
regard to the food-price rise, a forecast 
made before by Stein,, is there any 
assurance that a late summer drought, 
a wet fall or an early winter won’t raise 
havoc with food prices? 
And what of the delicate psy­ 
chological factors that so often affect 
markets, such as world opinion and the 
value of the dollar, and thus force 
changes in the best-laid plans for the 
domestic economy?

the question: Will the President be able 
to rally opinion behind his plans and 
convince people of the financial 
stability of the U.S.A.?

Thoughts on impeachment 


Talk of impeaching President 
Nixon has taken 
place on the 
fringes, with little serious con­ 
sideration being given as yet to this 
possibility. 
One good reason exists for 
deferring serious consideration of 
the m atter. And one very bad reason 
for not considering it has been 
advanced. 
The good reason is that thus far no 
substantive evidence has come to 
light which indicates any direct 
involvement by Mr. Nixon in the 
original planning of the Watergate 
operation, or in its execution. 
Likewise, evidence linking him to 
the coverup has been 
at 
best 
tenuous. 
To sum up, the solid groundwork 
of 
evidence 
to 
w arrant 
im ­ 
peachment 
does not yet 
exist. 
Unless and until such evidence is at 
hand, talk of im peachm ent is 
frivolous. 
This brings us to the afore­ 
m entioned bad reason for not 
c o n s id e r in g 
im p e a c h m e n t. 


Variations have been played on the 
argument that “the country could 
not stand it,” or that such action 
would “ irrep arab ly h arm ” the 
American political system. Such 
contentions are fallacious, and 
spring from insufficient faith in that 
system. 
Impeachment, so the argument 
goes, would bring with it a pervasive 
and deep public mistrust of politics 
and politicians. It is said that the 
harm done by the lam entable 
Vietnamese War and the civil unrest 
of the 1960s would be increased, the 
very process of governing the nation 
would be in jeopardy. Some even go 
so far as to say that impeachment 
would lead to anarchy. 
How much basis is there for 
serious apprehension along these 
lines? How do we know that such 
damage would come in the wake of 
impeachment? The short answer is 
that we don’t know, but more than 
that can be said. 
Strong arguments can be made 
that impeachment, were it justified 


by circumstances — that is, by 
conclusive evidence of presidential 
guilt — would have an effect op­ 
posite to that suggested above. If it 
were shown that Mr. Nixon had in 
fact seriously violated the public 
trust, and if Congress were to im­ 
peach and convict him, the likely 
effect would be to strengthen faith in 
our legal system. 
Such an event would be widely 
accepted, we think, as evidence that 
no citizen — not even a President — 
is above the law. It would be taken, 
also, as a reaffirmation of the 
fundamental precept that we do not 
have 
one-m an 
or 
one-branch 
government, but several branches 
which in fact operate as checks on 
one another. 
Impeachment seems most im­ 
probable. We devoutly hope it will 
not occur. 
However, one must recognize that 
it is one thing to argue against this 
extreme m easure on legal grounds, 
quite another to do so on the basis of 
fearful emotion.

China warming up U.S. friendship 


PEKING — On Chinese television 
and in movie theaters throughout the 
country is a documentary film entitled 
“Chairman Mao and Dr. Kissinger.” 
With 
Chinese 
subtitles 
for 
K issinger’s English it shows the 
revered leader with President Nixon’s 
adviser for national security in a 
disc ass ion of the two nations and their 
growing friendship. 
This is a striking illustration of the 
com m itm ent the leaders of the 
People’s Republic have made to the 
American involvement. It is, in effect, 
a blessing before the hundreds of 
millions by the man who has something 
like the status of a god in the eyes of 
those same millions. It says something, 
too, 
about 
the 
im portance 
of 
Kissinger’s role in the dram a 
of 
America and the New China. 
In the handsome China pictorial two 
pages with color photos are given to 
“ Dr. 
K issinger 
Visits 
C hina.” 
Kissinger and his aide, Winston Lord, 
are pictured in earnest conversation 
with Mao and Prem ier Chou En-lai. 
This English-language publication is 
widely distributed. 


THE LEADERS of the 
People’s 
Republic look to continuity and 
stability far into the future. A blessing 
by Mao will carry into the years ahead 
and be a plus during the transitional 
peri(xi when the old leaders will have 
passed from the scene. Mao is 79, Chou 
is 75. To outsiders, at any rate, their 
successors are not visible. 
What China hopes for from the 
United States is twofold. First is the 
very fact of friendship. The American 
presence in Peking, the rapidly 
growing exchanges — these are a 
counter to the fear that is basic not only 
to Chinese policy but to the fun 
da men ta I conviction of the people 
subject to a continuous infusion of 
propaganda. 
That is the fear of an attack by the 
Soviet Union — either a pre-emptive 
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strike 
against 
C hina’s 
nuclear 
development or a mass attack by the 
million or more Russians on the nor­ 
thern border. 
Friendship with Washington, one of 
the two superpowers, is an offset to the 
frigid 
propriety 
of relations 
with 
Moscow. This in no way suggests 
dependence, for self-reliance is the 
constantly repeated resolve of Chinese 
policy. Yet, if President Nixon had not 
dared so much in his mission to Peking, 
the diplomatic climate would have 
been less assured than it is today. 
The second hope is for greatly ex­ 
panded trade. The IO Boeing 707s that 
will be delivered next year are a 
beginning of the kind of benefits to 
accrue from A m erica’s advanced 
technology.

The bride’s sister, Sharon Kay, was 
maid of honor, and Kelly Lynn, also a 
Good food delights belles

What do you feed 750 southern 
college belles to keep them healthy and 
happy? Ask Miss Betty Carr who has 
been planning meals for the girls at 
Mary Baldwin College in Staunton, 
Va., for the past 30 years. 
I had a chance to talk to Miss Carr, 
known to the students as B.C., during a 
recent visit to my family’s home in 
Staunton. I soon realized what a 
problem it must be to feed so many 
young women three times a day, six 
days a week and twice on Sunday. 
“ I give them plenty of home-made 
biscuits 
and 
rolls, 
and 
I 
have 
discovered that they love such dishes 
as hominy grits, said B.C. 
“ But I don’t try to serve that soul 
food from the Deep South. I gave the 
girls turnip greens once; they simply 
didn’t go for it.” 
Actually the girls at Mary Baldwin 
are not all from the South by any 
means. They come from all over the 
United States and many foreign 
countries and their preference for food 
follows no set pattern. 
If there is any common denominator, 
it lies in the fact that most girls today 
are weight conscious and oriented 
pretty much toward diet dishes. 
“ They avoid most anything that goes 
to fat,” said B.C., 
adding quickly, 
“ except for the homemade breads and 
biscuits made each day in our kit­ 
chen.” Hungarian Goulash and Beef 
Stroganoff are favorites at

with rice and gravy, which is not 
exactly a diet dish. 
Ordering food for 750 girls is a major 
operation in itself. It involves such 
shopping items as 5(H) gallons of milk, 
200 dozen eggs and 130 pounds of sugar. 
It also involves brewing 298 gallons of 
coffee and making 2,500 rolls each 
week. 
“ The girls are tremendous breakfast 


eaters,” she said. “ Thoseon a diet may 
skip other meals altogether, but rarely 
breakfast. In fact some students will 
eat 6 to 8 eggs.” 
When B.C. tries out a new recipe she 
watches the plates as they are returned 
to the kitchen to see how her innovation 
has gone over. B.C. traces her love of 
cooking to the fact that her mother was 
a good cook and an easy hostess in the 
old southern tradition. The family 
came from Charlotte, N C. 
“ If you make work out of cooking and 
get all upset and tied in knots, then the 
end product is not going to be any 
good,” she said. 
Here is B.C.’s recipe for fried 
chicken. 
* 2 cup flour 
I '/2 teaspoons salt 
V2 teaspoon pepper 


>/2 teaspoon poultry seasoning 
if 
desired 
1 egg, slightly beaten 
2 tablespoons water 
A 3 lh. frying chicken, cut into pieces 
Bit cup shortening or cooking oil 
Combine flour, salt, pepper and 
poultry seasoning. Combine egg and 
water 
dip chicken pieces in egg, then 
shake in flour mixture. Heat shor­ 
tening Ms inch deep in skillet. Cook over 
medium heat — brown on all sides, 
reduce heat and cover till meatiest 
pieces are tender or about 30 minutes. 
Remove cover during last IO minutes to 
make chicken crisp. Serves two people.

Antioch will not reopen, adm inistrators decide 
YELLOW SPRINGS, Ohio (AP) 
Antioch College administrators say 
they have decided not to try to reopen 
the school, 
closed five 
weeks 
by 
students striking for guaranteed finan­ 
cial aid. 
Dean Ewell Reagin said Thursday 
night that no attempt would be made 
because school officials expected to be 
in court as witnesses in an injunction 
hearing. 
The injunction is being sought by 
students who want to resume classes on 
this small, southwestern Ohio campus. 
A motion to dismiss the suit was 
denied by Judge Dan 
Aultman of 
Greene County Common Pleas Court 
Thursday. He later recessed the 
hearing until this morning. 
The publicity committee of striking 


Antioch College students also was 
scheduled to hold a news conference 
today. A spokeswoman said the com ­ 
mittee may turn over a petition signed 
by 300 students who are asking to be 
expelled 
with 
student 
and 
faculty 
members dismissed earlier this week. 
She also said the students would 
block any attempt today to reopen the 
school. Reagin had said the school 
would be reopened today, but that was 
just before the injunction hearing was 
postponed. 
Reagin and an aide were pelted with 
eggs Tuesday when they tried to enter 
several campus buildings. Striking stu­ 
dents locked arm s and barred them 
from the buildings. 
Both college officials and non­ 
striking students have said they would 


not seek police assistance in reopening 
buildings. So far there have been only 
minor scuffles and no injuries. Small 
fires Monday night caused $12,000 
dam age in three buildings and were 
labeled arson by Greene County fire 
officials. 
About two-thirds of the 1,100 students 
enrolled 
at 
Antioch 
receive 
some 
federal or state aid. 
Tuition at the liberal arts college is 
$3,(XX) per year. College officials say 
that because of threatened cuts in 
federal 
aid 
they 
can 
g u a ra n te e 
financial assistance to low and middle 
income students for only two years. 
Strikers rejected that offer. 
Following

Tuesday, the college sent notices of 
expulsion to 20 students. Seven faculty 


members also were asked to leave the 
school. 
Since the strike began, some in­ 
structors have conducted classes in 
homes and offices for non-striking 
students. 
Antioch, founded in 1853, is con­ 
sidered one of the nation’s more liberal 
colleges. 
It 
requires each 
student 
seeking aid to borrow the first $1,000 of 
tuition and earn another $500 in a work- 
study program. The balance of tuition 
aid comes from a federal grant.

(A P) — To get the 
most shrimp for the money, marine 
biologists are hard at work at high-and- 
dry Tucson International Airport. 
The University of Arizona has at the 
airport an environmental research 
laboratory where scientists are trying 
to determine the proper water con 
ditions to maximize the growth of 
captured shrimp. 
Carl N. Hodges, director of the 
university’s Environmental Research 
Laboratory, said scientists hope to find

vironment and food supply to grow the 
most shrimp as fast as possible for food 
purposes. 
“ One goal of scientists is to raise 
female shrimp to the stage at which 
they’ll be able to reproduce.

Until a few years ago, the groom’s 
attire was certainly seldom mentioned 
in the press. The bride’s gown and veil, 
her attendants’ dresses, even the 
flowers they all carried would be 
described in great detail.

Weddings take organization 
and 
forethought. The bride-to-be who 
ignores

timetables may find herself in a panic, 
searching about for the nearest Justice 
of the Peace. A sensible schedule, 
however, can make all her plans go 
smoothly. 
Here are the major points to con­ 
sider: 
THE WEDDING 
BUDGET. 
The 
bride and her family must decide how 
much money to spend on the wedding. 
With that figure as their guide, they

reception they can afford. 
The 
ceremony itself may be simple or 
formal. 
Receptions range from a buffet at 
home to a lavish sit-down dinner at a 
first class hotel or club. 
Church and reception facilities 
should be reserved as soon as the 
wedding date has been set. Often, at 
peak wedding seasons, the date has to 
be reset to suit their availability. 


may invite. Often a little give-and-take 
and frank discussion is needed. 
Plans should be completed early to 
avoid pressure and strain. 
Invitations to the ceremony seldom 
cause any friction. As many people can 
be invited as the church will hold. 
It’s the reception list that sometimes 
causes problems. 


IN VITA TIO N S 
AND 
AN­ 
NOUNCEMENTS. Order them early 
and ask for envelopes right away. They 
must be hand addressed, and this is a 
laborious job even if the bride can 
press family and friends into service. 
Invitations should be mailed three 
weeks 
before the wedding. 
An­ 


nouncements may be sent shortly after 
the wedding. 


BRIDAL G IFT REGISTRY. Many 
brides file a list of china and silver 
patterns and most-wanted household 
effects with the bridal gift consultant at 
a favorite store. The consultant then 
can advise the guests and head off 
duplicate gifts. 
As soon as gifts start arriving, the 
bride should begin writing thank you 
notes. Often this is the only way that 
people who have sent gifts can know 
they have been received.

Beautiful weddings 
require much work

wedding. Smooth. Effortless. Nothing 
to it, really. It was over before it began. 
This can be the reaction only of one 
who has always been a wedding guest 
— never a member of the wedding. For 
the final production to be beautiful and 
effo rtlessly sm ooth, takes w eeks, 
sometimes 
months, of man-woman 
hours of hard work and worry. It 
means the members of the cast have 
accep ted their designated respon­ 
sibilities, and rehearsed their parts 
well. 
Most of the planning and paying falls 
to the bride and her family. The size 
and kind of wedding is theirs to 
determine. Many more times than not, 
it is the bride and her mother who 
tackle the seemingly insurmountable 
list which includes: newspaper an­ 
nouncem ent, invitations, wedding 
dress, 
trousseau, 
flowers 
(for the 
church, reception, maid of honor and 
bridesmaids); gifts ( attendants and 
groom) 
wedding 
ring 
for 
groom; 
m in ister, 
organist, 
caterer, 
photographer; 
transportation 
to 
church and reception, luncheon for 
bridal attendants, and etc. etc. etc. 
So when the bride’s mom sits in the 
front pew weeping softly into her lace 
hankie, she m ay be emoting over a 
daughter leaving home or she m ay be 
hurting 
all 
over 
from 
plain 
unadulterated fatigue. 
As for the bride’s father, he is ex­ 
pected to carry off stalwartly his part 
in the show. After all, it is not much 
more than that of a spear carrier. A 
walk down the aisle, one line, “ I give 
this woman in m arriage” , and then he 
can sit down. Nothing at all for him to 
do except worry about the mail box full 
of bills coming due the first of next 
month. 
The involvement of the groom and 
his fam ily in the actual wedding is 
considerably less, in terms of both 
effort and money. They present the 
bride’s fam ily with a list of relatives 
and friends 
they want invited. Ad­ 
ditionally, they must come up with 
such 
things 
as 
bride’s 
ring 
and 
sometimes her flowers, boutonnieres 
for the men, gifts for the best man and 
ushers, flowers for the mothers, a gift 
for 
the bride, and donation to the 
clergym an. 
If the groom s’s parents seem more 
relaxed than the parents of the bride, it 
can be they are giving thanks for 
having had a son instead of a daughter. 
The groom m ay pick up the tab for 
the 
bachelor 
party. 
Sometimes 
a 
special friend will host it or the guests 


will divide the cost among themselves. 
There is no hard and fast rule as to 
which set of parents give the rehearsal 
dinner. 
The 
best 
man 
deserves 
to 
be 
featured. He does not have a costly 
part, but a very energetic and many- 
facted one. In addition to taking care of 
the ring before and during part of the 
ceremony and giving a witty toast at 
the reception, he may be called upon to 
direct traffic, carry luggage, and tie tin 
cans to the get-away-car. But his main 
responsibility is to make sure the 
groom doesn’t get cold feet and fail to 
show. 
The bride’s attendants must look 
pretty and appear delighted with their 
gowns (which may have been paid for 
by them or the bride’s family) even if 
they hate the color and style.

Curious customs abound in wedding rites 


NEW YORK (AP) — In a marriage 
ceremony, why isn’t the “best man” 
the bridegroom? Everyone knows that 
rice thrown at the happy couple is a 
symbol of fertility, but why old shoes? 
And what’s a morganatic marriage? 
The World Book Encyclopedia, a 
publication of Field E nterprises 
Education Corporation, provides — for 
your reading pleasure and to appease 
your curiosity — the answers to these 
and other questions on the curious 
customs of marriage. 
In earlier times the best man may 
have been best, because he was the 


best fighter. A strong-armed friend of 
the bridegroom, his primary function 
was to help the bridegroom escape 
from the bride’s father. 
Rice is thrown in the hope that the 
couple’s union results in children. 
However in some ancient cultures, it 
symbolized an offering to the evil 
spirits, asking them to stay away from 
the newlyweds. 
Throwing old shoes — symbolizing 
prosperity — is rooted in the Assyrian, 
Egyptian and Hebrew cultures where 
sandals were given or traded as a sign 
of good faith in a bargain. 


The tossing of the bride’s bouquet to 
unmarried girls originated in France in 
the 1300’s. At that time a bride threw 


her garter or stocking and the one who 
caught it was to be the next one to catch 
a husband.

Soviets simplify ceremony

MOWCOW (AP) — All over America 
there are girls getting m arried and 
some 
fathers 
must 
secretly 
wish 
elopements were back in style. Not in 
Russia. 
Here, no one worries about m arriage 
costs. If you ca n ’t afford the wedding 
ceremony and king sized post-nuptial 
bash, no sweat. The bridegroom, his 
family and his relatives will all chip in. 
“We work these things out among 
o u rse lv e s,’’ 
said 
one 
M oscovite. 
“ Whichever family can afford it, that’s 
our custom.” 
Unless a couple chooses to be dif­ 
ferent and take the risk of a church 
wedding, the usual state ceremony — 
at three rubles ($3.60 at the official 
rate) — hardly dents anyone’s savings 
account. 
Church weddings 
at 500 rubles 
($600.00) a shot 
a re permitted in the 
Soviet Union, but they can bring down 
the wrath of the local communist party 
and public censure in the press. 
Tying the knot in Moscow involves a 
10-minute efficient ceremony at 
a 
wedding palace or, if time is precious, 
a speedy visit to a drab registry office. 
Most Russians favor the wedding 
palace, which dispatches more than 35 
couples daily with clockw ork ef­ 
ficiency. The costs can vary depending 
on whether the bride wants the wed­ 
ding m arch record played, what kind of 
“ just m arried ” car is chosen and how 
much vodka one’s parents and friends 
can consume. 
Like everything else in the Soviet 
Union, a wedding means a queue. 
After waiting in line at the palace, a 
couple m arches up a red carpet, gets a 
short lecture from a party or govern­ 
ment official who also makes sure the 
union is voluntary. 
The bride says, “ da.” The groom 
says, “da.” 
Rings are exchanged, papers signed 
and the next impatient couple is called. 
Outside a taxi — or a rented car if 
someone can afford it — waits, decked 
out iii paper stre a m e rs, flowers, 
balloons and a red-checked doll on the 
front fender. 
Complete with relatives and friends, 
the wedding caravan sets off, horns 
blasting over to Red Square, a quick 
walk across in front of Lenin’s tomb for 
photographs and on to the main event 
the' party, and vast quantities of 
vodka, champagne and cognac. 
Honeymoons are restricted to the 
three days without pay afforded 
newlyweds by the communist state. 
Extra unpaid time off requires a 
petition to the factory or office with a 
“valid reason.” 
But there are unique advantages to 


being married in the Soviet Union 
today. They begin the moment the 
couple signs on the dotted line. Their 
legal union gives them access to the 
exclusive “ newly m arrieds salon,” a 
shop packed with consumer goods and 
household items unobtainable to others 
in regular stores. 
Marriage also means a good chance 
for an apartment. Bachelor flats are as 
rare in Russia today as political op­ 
ponents.

The day Pocahontas and John Rolfe wed

NEW YORK (AP) — It was mid- 
April, a beautiful day for a wedding. 
Chiming 
of 
bells 
summoned 
inhabitants of Jamestown to the flower 
bedecked church to bear witness to the 
ceremony that would make of this 
singular couple man and wife. 
The year was 1614 and it wasn’t the 
first wedding in the first permanent 
English settlement in America, then 
not quite seven years old. In 1609 John 
Laydon, carpenter, and Ann Burras, 
m aid of M istress F o rrest, were 
married. 
But this spring wedding in 1614 
caused a stir on both sides of the 
Atlantic. It was a mixed m arriage 
between P rincess Pocahontas or 
Matoaka, daughter of the mighty 
American Indian Chief Powhatan, and 
John Rolfe, the well-educated and well­ 
bred son of Dorothy 
Mason and 
Eustacius Rolfe of Heacham, near the 
seacoast of Norfolk, England. 
The Rev. Alex Whittaker officiated. 
Special guest was Sir Thomas Dale, his 
honor the governor. 
An existing drawing of the occasion 
suggests the bride might have been 
barefoot, but she wore a long dress 
with train and a veil in the European 
fashion. The bridegroom was attired in 
velvet knee trousers and cape. 
The 
bridesm aids 
wore 
flower 
garlands in their hair. Members of the 
bride’s family (brothers and an uncle) 
were easily recognizable by their 
feather 
headdress 
and 
fringed 
buckskin covering only a small part of 
their nakedness. Perhaps not all of the 
bride’s family was present, since it is 
believed that in addition to her mother 
and 
father, Pocahontas 
had 
20 
brothers, 
ll 
sisters and 
ll 
step­ 
mothers. 
Included also in the wedding party 
were choristers 
armed with song 
books; halberdiers with sharp spears 
and local matrons with wriggling 
babies. 
Pocahontas, a name translated to 
mean either "bright stream between 
two hills’’ or “playful one,’’ apparently 
had the respect and esteem of the early 
settlers, feelings they did have of all 
Indians. One who professed affection 
and admiration for the Indian maiden 
was Captain John Smith, ruler of early 
Virginia. In 1607 while negotiating with 
the Indians for food for the starving 
colonists, the story as recorded by 
Smith was that he was condemned to 
death by placing his head on a stone 
and beating his brains out. 
The executioner had raised a heavy 
club and was about to strike when 
Pocahontas, a mere slip of a girl in her 
preteens, ran forward, threw herself to 
the ground and covered Smith’s head 
with hers. The fierce Indian chief could 
not resist his courageous, much loved 
daughter’s plea. Smith was freed. 
For this and for other acts of com­ 
passion towards the settlers, Captain 
Smith wrote to Queen Anne, wife of 
Jam es I of England: "Pocahontas next 
under God was still the instrument to 
preserve this colony 
from 
death, 
famine and utter confusion.” 
In 1613 after Smith had returned to 
England for treatm en t of burns 
resulting from a gunpowder explosion, 
Pocahontas was kidnapped and held 
for ransom by the colonists. It was then 
she met the man who was to become 
her husband. 
John Rolfe, 28 years old, was a 
widower. His wife and infant daughter 
Bermuda had not survived the ship­ 
wreck on the Bermuda Islands while 
the family was enroute to the New 
World. 
John Rolfe fell in love with the Indian 
lass in spite of himself. He confided his 
dilemma to Governor Sir Thomas 
Dale. "I truly can’t understand what 
has provoked me to be in love with her. 
When I think that her education has 
been rude, her manner barbarous, her 
progenitors cursed, it sets me to fear

as, 
"Was 
I 
born 
for 
transitory 
pleasures and worldly vanities? 
Shouldn’t I try to make her a Christian, 
try to blend her in the right way.” 


The kindly Sir Thomas Dale en­ 
couraged Rolfe in the Christianization 
of Pocahontas in order that permission 
for the matrimony might be obtained 
from the church of England. 


There were those who questioned 
Rolfe’s motivations. Of them he said, 
"There are those vulgar sorts who 
square all m en’s actions by the bare 


rule of their own filthiness and who tax 
or taunt me in my Godly labor.” 


In 1613 Pocahontas was converted to 
C hristianity, baptized in the Old 
Church at Jamestown and given the 
name Rebecca. The following year she 
and John Rolfe were married, a union 
which brought peace between the 
whites and the Indians for eight years. 
They may have lived happily, but 
sadly, not long enough thereafter. They 
built a home on the Jam es River where 


John raised tobacco and where it is 
believed their son, named Thomas 
after the good governor, was born. 
After two years of m arriage they 
went to England where Pocahontas 
was to meet what one historian called 
‘‘her astonished re la tiv e s.” She 
generated interest and curiosity and 
was presented at court. 
From pictures and accounts, it would 
seem that Mrs. Rolfe tried hard to 
assimilate the dress and manner of the 
British lady. 
.

Bridal shower has changed 


Ever hear this story of the first 
bridal shower? Once upon a time a 
Dutch girl loved a young miller who 
was poor because he gave away much 
of his flour to the needy. The girl’s 
father opposed the match and refused 
to give his daughter the customary 
dowry. 
The people of the community, 
wishing to help the miller, went to the 
girl’s home “showering” her with 
many small gifts. The gifts collectively 
surpassed the dowry and made it 
possible for the young pair to marry. 
Nowadays dowries, as such, are out 
of style. But a problem remains. Often 
ifs “how can we make the bridal 
shower different?” 
Some hints that may be helpful to 
those seeking an unusual theme are 
given by Flora Mears, a party goods 
designer at Hallmark Cards. 
Here’s one: Many stores have a 
bridal gift registry. Guests for a given 
shower agree to contribute a specific 
sum of money and the hostess uses the 
total collection to purchase all gifts for 
the shower in that store. Gifts are 
presented with 
all the 
donors’ 
signatures on one card. This makes it 
possible to give a few expensive gifts 
along with some less expensive ones, 
without causing too much hardship on 
any one individual. 
Another idea is a kitchen cupboard 
shower to provide the bride with a well- 
stocked kitchen. The gifts could include 
unusual gourmet canned goods, im­ 
ported seasonings, 
packaged goods, 
staples, delicacies and a set of can­ 
nisters. 
Or why not shower her with spices? 
Guests collectively purchase a spice 
shelf matching the bride’s kitchen 
decor, then each brings a container of 
herbs or spices of one particular brand.

Appropriate, too, would be a book on 
spice cookery, a pepper mill and salt 
shaker set, or an herb chart towel.

For the Newspapers 
Most photographers take bridal 
portraits at least three weeks before 
the wedding. They know that most 
newspapers use bridal photographs 
only the day of or after the wedding. 
Few photographers advise taking 
formal photographs the day of the 
ceremony. The bride is usually ner­ 
vous, the bridesmaids eager to get to 
the 
reception 
and 
em ergencies 
frequently develop to add to the con­ 
fusion. 
Many photographers have wedding 
forms they are happy to send the bride. 
These should be typed with names and 
descriptions 
for 
newspaper 
publication. The photographer will be 
happy to mail the complete form and 
glossy prints to the newspapers, but 
does not take responsibility for the 
paper’s using them.

Time for ladylike look 


Newlyweds may someday 
have ’new generation' home 


NEW YORK — Young newlyweds 
concerned about their environment will 
be happy to know that they one day 
may have a home built, in part, with a 
new 
generation 
of 
construction 
materials containing recycled glass 
from used jars and bottles. 
The Glass Container Manufacturers 
Institute currently is investigating a 
process for making bricks from 
reclaimed bottle glass. The bricks are 
made to such exact dimensions that 
they 
can 
be 
glued 
effectively 
instead of being set in mortar. 
Tomorrow’s home also may contain 
glass wool insulation made by salvaged 
bottles. The attractiveness of the den, 
library and living room may 
be 
enhanced by decorative wall and 
ceiling panels made in part from finely 
crushed glass containers. 
The bathroom floors may be covered 
with a new kind of terrazzo tile con­ 
taining bits and pieces of multi-colored 
bottle glass instead of marble chips. It 
weighs less per square foot than con­ 
ventional ceramic tile, and can be laid 
more quickly. 
A West Coast university is experi­ 


menting with synthetic “ lumber” con­ 
sisting of 90 to 95 per cent reclaimed 
bottle glass and 5 to IO per cent 
powedered, dehydrated cow manure. 
The material is odorless and sanitary. 
It can be formed into planks and panels 
and can be sawed and nailed like wood. 
Outside 
tomorrow’s house the 
driveway may be paved with glas- 
phalt, an experimental new blacktop 
material 
containing 
crushed 
glass 
aggregate instead of limestone. 
Millions of old jars and bottles have 
been recycled into glasphalt and ap­ 
plied in almost 20 cities in the U. S. and 
Canada. 
Crushed glass used as mulch in 
flower beds around the house will 
contribute to the healthy growth of 
plants and shrubs. 
Bricks, building blocks, wall panels, 
insulation, terrazzo tile and other 
construction materials made from 
salvaged glass already have been 
made under laboratory conditions, 
according to glass industry spokesmen.
